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The Power of Purity 


“Keep thyself pure,” 1 Tim. 5:22. 


I pray thee, O God, that I may be 
beautiful within. Half the work that 1s 
done in this world is to make things 
appear what they are not. If outward 
appearance has anything to do with 
one’s success in the material things of 
the natural life, then it should be easy 
for one to realize that, in order for us 
to be successful and overcome in our 
spiritual life, it is very, very necessary 
to be beautiful within. 

The blessed Master looked through 
the beautiful robes of a certain class of 
people one day and said, You look very 
sanctimonious, but you are unclean 
within. You appear righteous unto men, 
but ye are full of iniquity. 

Our reputation is what people think 
of us, but character is what God and 
angels know of us. Out of the heart are 
the issues of life. If the fountain is clean 
the water that flows from it will be 
clean. If our heart has been made clean 
and pure then our life will be clean. 
“Blessed are the pure in heart for they 
shall see God.” 

How many people have suffered, 
worked, and sacrificed to achieve their 
aims, and then come to ruin all because 
of the flaw of impurity. Paul said, 
““Whatsoever things are honest, whatso- 
ever things are pure, whatsoever things 
are lovely, whatsoever things are good, 

. think on these things.” We read 
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also where he said, “I keep under my 
body, and bring it into subjection: lest 
that by any means, when I have preached 
to others, I myself should be a casta- 
way.” 

As purity is power, so impurity is 
weakness and degeneracy. It weakens the 
mind and body and ruins the health. Be 
sure your sin will find you out. Not 
that your sin will be found out, but 
that your sin will find you out. A 
great pugilist lost a fight. People said 
he sold out but it was said of those who 
knew his life that it was because of im- 
pure living. 

Hear that pathetic prayer of the 
Psalmist David in his hour of shame, 
“Create in me a clean heart.” There are 
thousands of people today who would 
give their right hand if they could only 
erase from their conscience the stain 
of an impure act. The enemy of all 
righteousness is at work today. When 
Bunyan’s pilgrim was assailed by temp- 
tation he stopped his ears with his fin- 
gers and fled for his life. My dear 
brothers, if we value our Christian in- 
fluence worth anything; if we have been 
set forth as examples; if we have been 
called by the Most High to serve as 
messengers, let us close the door of our 
mind to every evil thought, refusing to 
admit its entrance. 


Mr. Beecher said, 


“I solemnly warn 


you against indulging in morbid imagi- 
nation. In that busy and mischievous 
faculty begins the evil. Were it not for 
his airy imagination man might stand 
his own master.” Paul said, “Charity 
thinketh no evil.” Jesus said, “Out of 
the heart proceed evil thoughts, etc., 
these are the things which defile a 
man.” We are constantly followed by 
impure spirits which intend to fascinate, 
bewitch, and corrupt us. Blessed art 
thou most favored of God whose 
thoughts are chastened, whose imagina- 
tion will not breathe or fly in tainted 
air, and whose path hath been measured 
by the golden reed of purity. 

Never imagine that impurity can be 
hidden. One may just as well have con- 
sumption and expect to look healthy, as 
to be guilty of impure thoughts and 
acts, and expect to appear noble and 
manly. The Lord said to Cain, “Why 
hast thou countenance fallen?” Where 
there is a stain of impurity upon one’s 
self-respect it is bound to appear upon 
the surface sooner or later. 

The evil spirits often attempt to al- 
lure the mind to think that an act of 
degeneracy can be forgiven by a few 
words of prayer and all will be well 
again. But what of the future, my 
brother? No man can think much of 
himself when he is conscious of impurity

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Yet We See Not Our Signs

Another angle from which to look 
at verse five (Matt. 24) is: Everything 
that comes in the name of Christ may 
not be so genuine. Practically every 
fraternal order claims to be based upon 
the teachings of Christ and everyone is 
crying: “Here is Christ,” ““You can find 
Him here (or there),” “Join this church 
(or that one), you will find Christ,” 
but He is not found so much in temples 
made with hands; He is everywhere pres- 
ent, ever longing to come into the hearts 
of men. Men may take oaths with one 
hand raised to heaven and their other 
on the Bible and pledge their allegiance 
to whatever fraternal order they wish, 
but it takes more than this to find 
Christ. Be not deceiyed. 

Verse six: ““And ye shall hear of wars 
and rumors of wars: see that ye be not 
troubled: for all these things must come 
to pass, but the end is not yet.” (Greek: 
not by and by, near at hand.) Surely 
we have heard of wars and rumors of 
wars. The World War involved twenty- 
eight nations and marshalled the forces 
of forty million men. We heard of wars 
and rumors of wars. There have only 
been 260 years in the history of man- 
kind when there was not a war some- 
where among men. “See that ye be not 
troubled.” Don’t let these signs trouble 
you. Men are being troubled because 
they feel that such proceedings will im- 
pede the progress of commercial and 
economic prosperity. The saint does not 
look for such an outlook, but he looks 
for the soon coming of his risen Lord. 
So when all this world is in turmoil, 
seething as a caldron of boiling water, 
be not troubled for the end is not by 
and by (not far away). 

“For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom.” This is 
true in every sense of the word. We 
have had the Kellogg Peace Pact, the 
Nine Power Treaty, the Larcarno Treaty, 
and many secret pacts between nations, 
but it appears none are worth the paper 
they are written on. You may feel that 
I am a pessimist, but I see this world 
holds no glittering promise or outlook 
for the Christian. While they are seated 
at the Round Table Peace Conferences 
they are whetting their swords behind 
them with which to cut each other’s 
throat. “When they shall cry peace and 
safety, then sudden destruction cometh 
upon them.” When all seemed to be 
quiet Japan took Manchuria, violated 
the League of Nations. Mussolini took 
Ethiopia, another violation. And _ these 
two countries withdrew from the 
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League. And while this was going on 
Hitler took the Rhine back and broke 
the Versailles Treaty; now he has taken 
Austria. In these maneuvers all the 
treaties named have been broken, while 
nations of earth sit idly by. This only 
means another sign of the coming of Je- 
sus—nation rising against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom. What about 
the present conditions in the Far East— 
China and Japan, the terrible rebellion in 
Spain, Germany and France with their 
hatred higher than any time ever known, 
Russia looked upon with distrust, all the 
nations of earth enlarging their battle- 
ships and air fleets, appropriating mil- 
lions and billions for war machines? 
Does this show confidence? No, it shows 
distrust and hate. It also shows that it 
takes more than education and literary 
training to change the hearts of men. 


“There shall be famines.” We are told 
that China has had a famine every year 
for the last 1,500 years. The great 
Northwest had seven consecutive years of 
drouth. Famine everywhere! Cattle bel- 
lowing for feed. Stock was shipped out 
of the country by the trainload to keep 
them from starving to death, Famine! 
The industrial centers with factories 
closed and shops shut down, an army of 
some twelve to fifteen million men idle, 
walking the streets for work in the land 
of the free and the home of the brave, 
shows that famine is in the land. It is 
only a sign telling them that the time 
of His coming is near. There is not only 
a famine in the land for bread and water 
but a terrible spiritual famine. The fall- 
ing away is upon us. Churches are being 
shorn of their spirtual power because 
of their worldly compromise. 


“Pestilences.” The influenza claimed 
twelve million people. This was a ter- 
rible pestilence. With the influenza and 
the World War, within a period of a few 
brief years, thirty-two million people 
were killed outright, died of gas or 
shrapnel wounds, or with the epidemic 
known as the flu. Pestilences are in the 
land. The grasshopper that’s destroyed 
thousands of acres of crops and gardens, 
stripped leaves off hedges and trees, and 
literally devastated all vegetation prac- 
tically of hundreds of acres, shows pesti- 
lence in the land. The mormon cricket 
that went through the land destroying 
hundreds of acres of crops, the army 
worm, the black widow spider, and doz- 
ens of new diseases that are baffling 
medical science, are no more ‘nor less 
than pestilences. “Let no man deceive 
you.” When we see these things come to 
pass we certainly see the fulfillment of 


the prophecy of Jesus when He an- 
swered the question, ““What shall be the 
sign of thy coming?” 


“Earthquakes in divers places.” The 
word “earthquake” means the earth is 
shaken, made alive, made to move in 
different places. This, certainly ought 
to be a sign so outstanding that no one 
would disbelieve the words of Jesus. I 
stopped in Helena, Montana, immedi- 
ately after they had had hundreds of 
earth tremors that destroyed hundreds 
of thousand of dollars worth of prop- 
erty, homes, public buildings, etc. That 
shaking was felt through the city of 
Detroit, Mich., and on into New York 
City. Since then there have been a 
number of slight earth tremors. The 
earthquakes in Palestine that caused the 
rain to fall and to fulfill more of God’s 
Word are only undeniable, outstanding 
signs of the coming of Jesus. These 
earthquakes do not happen in just one 
place, but He said “in divers (different) 
places.” You read of the Los Angeles 
earthquake of late, the terrible earth- 
quakes in Japan and many other parts of 
the country, and in the last seven or 
eight years they have become more num- 
erous, more so than history records. 

“All these are the beginning of sor- 
rows.” The sad part of it is, and the 
alarming thing, that there is no alarm. 
Men are hardening their hearts and fail- 
ing to take these time signals seriously. 
It must have been sorrow for mothers, 
wives, sweethearts, fathers and brothers 
to see their sons, etc., return from 
abroad—limbs shot off, blind, _ shell- 
shocked, gassed and insane. It was a dif- 
ferent looking army that landed in Bal- 
timore’s harbor at the close of the war 
from that stalwart band of men who 
left, hale and hearty, sound and true. 
Some returned halt, maimed, blind, sick 
and dying. Sorrows are here when you 
think of the destruction of property by 
the various pestilences in the world— 
the sand storms, etc. Truly we are liv- 
ing in the end time of the Gentile Age, 
and YET WE SEE NOT OUR SIGNS. 

“And many false prophets shall rise, 
and shall deceive many.” Never has 
there been an age when there were as 
many different religions, cults and 
creeds as there are today—prophets that 
are false and deceiving many. Many are 
taking religion as a racket and com- 
mercializing on the gospel. God give us 
preachers who will go into the highways 
and hedges and bring them in for God. 
When we think of Russelism, spiritism, 
false science, devil-worship, and _ the

The Judgment of Rewards 

Matt. 16:27, “For the Son of man 
shall come in the glory of his Father 
with his angels; and then he shall re- 
ward every man according to his 
works.” 

The judgment of rewards for the 
saints will be somewhere in midair after 
the resurrection of the righteous dead. 
jesus will descend on the clouds of 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump of 


















God: and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: then we which are alive and re- 
main shall be caught up together with 
them in the clouds, to meet the Lord in 
the air: and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord. 1 Thess. 4:16, 17. This judgment 
will be only for those who are resur- 
rected and are changed in a moment, in 
the twinkling of an eye. This judgment 
will occur immediately after the first 
resurrection and there will be a reward 
given to every one who has been faith- 
ful. 

Paul tells us in 2 Tim. 4:6-8, “For I 
am now ready to be offered, and _ the 
time of my departure is at hand. I have 
fought a good fight, I have finished my 
course, I have kept the faith: Hence- 
forth there is laid up for me a crown 
of righteousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give me at that 
day: not to me only, but unto all them 
also that shall love his appearing.” 

Here he tells us of a reward that will 
be given to those who die in the faith. 
He refers to it as “‘at that day” and says 
there will not only be a reward given to 
him but to all those who love His ap- 
pearing. He means to tell us that those 
who do love the appearing of Jesus will 
labor in His vineyard and endeavor to 
do those things that are pleasing in His 
sight. I suppose to every one will be 
given a crown of righteousness. The 
Scriptures infer that the rewards will 
differ. Some will have a soul winner’s 
crown, some will be rewarded for faith- 
fulness, and at least every thing that is 
done will be rewarded in that day. The 
Bible also teaches that this judgment of 
rewards will be committed to the hands 
of the Son. “For the Father judgeth no 
man, but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son,” John 5:22. This proves 
that Jesus will give the rewards to the 
saints. 

“But when thou makest a feast, call 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 
blind: And thou shalt be blessed; for 
they cannot recompense thee: for thou 
shalt be recompensed at the resurrec- 
tion of the just,” Luke 14:13, 14.

This verse proves that there will be 
a resurrection of the just which is 
shown in 1 Thess. 4:13-16. Luke also 
tells us that every man will be rewarded 
in that day. We shouldn’t do what we 
do for the reward alone but for the good 
of humanity. So many people do things 
hoping to have some favor shown them 
and we are sure that those who do 
things in this way will lose their re- 
ward for He tells us that we should do 
what we do without expecting any 
favor. Most people confine their gifts 
and feasts to their friends and families, 
and, according to Luke’s statement, 
they are not doing it for God’s glory 
or the good of humanity. He advises us 
to extend our gifts to the poor and in- 
vite them to our feasts for they cannot 
recompense or reward us. Those who do 
this will have their reward in the day of 
judgment. The observation I have had 
in this short life of mine, concerning 
such affairs, is that but few people have 
followed this advice, but those who 
have done things for the poor in the 
name of Jesus will have a great reward. 

From the teaching of this scripture 
things that are done among friends, as 
returning gifts and favors, will not be 
rewarded. The main thing I wanted to 


prove by this verse is that there will be 


a resurrection of the just and a reward 
for those who labor faithfully for the 
Master. This is called the judgment of 
rewards and it is the first judgment in 
which Christ will take a part. This will 
occur right after the rapture of the 
saints. The other judgments will fol- 
low. Every saint that is resurrected or 
caught away to meet the Lord in the 
air will be at this judgment. This will 
be a glorious time for the saints of God 
and I am sure we all want a part in 
this great judgment of rewards. But if 
we do have a part in this it will come 
from actual love service for the Master 
and for the lost around us. We should 
put forth every effort to please our 
heavenly Father and His dear Son, and 
obtain a part in this great judgment for 
the righteous. 

We feel that there is nothing to hin- 
der Christ from coming at once to 
catch away His people. It will be sad 
for those who fail to go in the rapture 
of the saints who claim to be Christians. 
Jesus said for us to watch and pray al- 
way that we may be accounted worthy 
to escape all these things that shall come 
to pass and to stand before the Son of 
man. This of course refers to this 
judgment of the saints when we shall 
be lifted away from this world and 
there stand in His presence to receive 
our reward. This blessing will only come 
to those who have been faithful. 

Rev. 3, latter part of verse 8, “Thou 
hast a little strength, and hast kept my

In the atonement chapter (Isaiah 53) 
Jesus is set forth as: 1. “Wounded for 
our transgressions.” (Atoning for our 
actual sins.)

Matt. 8:16, 17. Matthew’s way of say- 
ing, “Himself took our infirmities, and 
bare our sicknesses” is only another way 
of saying, “With his stripes we are 
healed,” as in Isa. 53. This ministry of 
Jesus fulfills this prophecy concerning 
Him. 

Other references: 

“And Jesus went about all Galilee... 
and healing all manner of sickness and 
all manner of disease among the peo- 
ple. And his fame went throughout all 
Syria: and they brought unto him all 
sick people that were taken with divers 
diseases and torments, and those which 
were possessed with devils, and _ those 
which were lunatick, and those that had 
the palsy; and he healed them,’ Matt. 
4:23,24. 

“And Jesus went about all the cities 
and villages....and healing every sick- 
ness and every disease among the peo- 
ple,” Matt. 9:35. 

His disciples sent to heal the sick: 

When Jesus called unto Him His 
twelve disciples “He gave them power 
against unclean spirits, to cast them out, 
and to heal all manner of sickness and 
all manner of disease,” Matt. 10:1. Je- 
sus healed a demon-possessed man who 
could neither see nor “hear. He received 
both his sight and hearing. Matt. 12: 
22. A great number were healed and 
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made perfectly whole over at Genne- 
saret by simply touching the hem of 
His garment. Matt. 14:34-36. The dem- 
on-possessed daughter of a Canaanite 
woman was made perfectly whole at His 
command. Matt. 15:28. Jesus healed a 
boy instantly who was hopelessly luna- 
tic and “sorely vexed with a devil.” 
Matt. 17:18. Two blind men sitting by 
the road were healed instantly by the 
touch of Jesus. Matt. 20:30-34. 

Healing in His last great commission: 

When Jesus gave His final word to 
His disciples He said the believers “Shall 
lay hands on the sick, and they shall re- 
cover,” Matt. 16:18. This sign is to ac- 
company the gospel to the end. 

Healing accompanied the ministry of 
the disciples: 

“They brought forth the sick into 
the streets, and laid them on beds and 
couches, that at the least the shadow of 
Peter passing by might overshadow some 
of them. There came also a multitude 
out of the cities round about unto Jeru- 
salem, bringing sick folks, and them 
which were vexed with unclean spirits: 
and they were healed every one,” Acts 
$315, 16. 

There are many individual cases of 
healing recorded: 

The cripple at the gate of the temple 
(Acts 3); Aeneas, who “had kept his 
bed eight years” Acts 9:35; the man at 
Lystra who had never walked, Acts 14: 
8; etc. 

Healing as a gift was set in the 
Church: 1 Cor. 12:9, 28. 

The healing of the sick is a part of 
the ministry of the elders of the Church: 
“Is any sick among you? let him call 
for the elders of the church; and let 
them pray over him, anointing him with 
oil in the name of the Lord. And the 
prayer of faith shall save the sick, and 
the Lord shall raise him up,” James 5: 
14, 15. 

The indwelling presence of the Holy 
Ghost the means of healing for every 
individual: Rom. 8:11. Physical health 
and blessing measured by our spiritual 
progress. Read 3 John 2. 

CONDITIONS FOR HEALING 

Conditions for healing are obedience 
and faith. Ex. 15:26; 23:25; Deut. 7: 
12-15; Ps. 103:1-5; Matt. chapters 8, 
9. “Speak the word only, and my serv- 
ant shall be healed,” (8:8). “I have not 
found so great faith, no, not in Israel,” 
(8:10). “Jesus seeing their faith,” (9: 
2). “Thy faith hath made thee whole,” 
(9:22). “According to your faith be it 
unto you,” (9:29). “Be of good cheer.” 
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Look up and trust the Lord to bestow 
the gifts of His love upon you, (Jolin 
3:16). 

“If thou wilt diligently harken to the 
voice of the Lord thy God, and wilz do 
that which is right in his sight, and wilt 
give ear to his commandments, and keep 
all his statutes, I will put rone of these 
diseases upon thee, which I have brought 
upon the Egyptians: for I am the Lord 
that healeth thee,” Ex. 15:26. “And the 
Lord will take away from thee all sick- 
ness,” Deut. 7:12-15. “And Jesus said 
unto the centurian, Go thy way, and as 
thou hast believed, so be it done unto 
thee,” Matt. 8:13. “But that ye may 
know that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins, (then saith he 
to the sick of the palsy,) Arise, take up 
thy bed, and go into thine house. And 
he arose, and departed to his house,” 
Matt. 9:6, 7. “Jesus made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto me, 
Go to the pool of Siloam, and wash: and 
I went and washed, and I received sight,” 


John 9:11. 
HOW TO RETAIN HEALING 
Since we receive our healing from 


God in answer to prayer, by faith in the 
precious shed blood of Jesus, we also 
retain it by faith and obedience to Gud. 
It is a life of faith. Acts 3:16. After you 
have been healed your faith will be 
tested by physical test of some kind. It 
may not be a symptom of the old trou- 
ble. It may be something else, but the 
test will come. Sometimes it is a return 
of symptoms of the old trouble, but it is 
our privilege to resist it by faith, just 
as we retain our salvation by faith in 
God and resist temptation, standing on 
the promises of God. Heb. 11; Jas. 1:12. 


Sometimes the Lord has a controver- 
sy with us and is teaching us a lesson 
of absolute surrender to His will and 
word and we need to look to Him and 
get our lesson. He revealed to Job his 
self-rightcousness through his afflictions. 
Job saw and abhorred himself. We need 
to see ourselves, too, sometimes and God 
permits Satan to afflict us. Let us get 
our lesson: Walk with God at any 
cost. It is well to look to the Lord to 
know what is the lesson for me in this 
trial. (1 Peter 1:7) “That the trial of 
your faith, being much more precious 
than of God that perisheth, though it 
be tried with fire, might be found unto 
praise and honour and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ.”

REPORT FROM HAITI 


We feel that the Lord has used us 
mightily in His work here. We are left 
breathless at the amazing succession of 
events, which are still continuing, in 
which we feel the hand of the Lord lead- 
ing us! 

Just a year ago, dissatisfied with our 
spiritual standing with the Lord, we 
sought a closer walk with Him and were 
led to the Ossining Gospel Assembly, 
Ossining, New York. Here we received 
much spiritual nourishment and encour- 
agement to go into a deeper life with 
the Lord. How hungry we became for 
more and more of the “Light of the 
World”! After a fortnight of constant 
seeking and communion with the Lord, 
Mrs. Kluzit received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost, with the sign as in Acts 
2:4. 

Although ten years ago, while attend- 
ing Houghton College, we felt called in- 
to Christian service, we had followed 
the teaching profession instead. In the 
latter part of May, 1937, we both were 
blessed by a definite call for missionary 


work in Haiti through a message in 
tongues and the interpretation. After 
this last call, we found that the more 
we prayed, the more insistent came the 
call to Haiti. One after another of our 
mountains were removed until in Oc- 
tober nothing hindered us from answer- 
ing the call except that I was not bap- 
tized by the Holy Spirit. But this moun- 
tain was removed November 14. On this 
particular Sunday morning, after the 
Communion service, all the members of 
the church were kneeling around the 
altar, praising the Lord. My heart seemed 
melted in the presence of the Lord, when 
suddenly I was baptized with the Holy 
Spirit. It was a blessed experience and 
for days I felt a tremendous power with- 
in me for service. 


However, it seemed like too great a 
step to drop everything I was doing (I 
was then teaching Sciences in Croton- 
Harmon High School, Croton-on-Hud- 
son, New York) and go directly to Haiti. 
We wrote in December to the Central 
Bible School, Springfield, Missouri, _ re- 
questing admittance as students start- 
ing February 1, as we had in mind to 
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be sent to Haiti under the Missionary 
Board of the Assembly of God. After 
we received notice to come to the Bible 
School, I sent in my resignation to the 
High School. The Board of Education 
kindly accepted my resignation with re- 
grets, stating they would not stand in 
the way of my call for the Lord’s serv- 
ice. However, shortly afterward I re- 
ceived word from Central Bible School 
that after much prayer and _ further 
consideration they would suggest we 
wait until the September term for en- 
trance. Both doors now closed, the Lord 
showed us in a marvelous way that we 
must step right out into the field. With- 
out further delay, we purchased our 
tickets to sail on the ‘‘S. S. Colombia,” 
January 28, for Port-au-Prince, the cap- 
ital of Haiti. After we had taken this 
definite step to actually follow the 
Lord’s call, the tension upon our hearts 
gave way to a wonderful peace, and the 
sweetest assurance came over us of His 
leading and guiding hand! Then it was 
with praises and thanksgiving that we 
set about breaking up our home. 

We had been in touch with a Bap- 
tist missionary at Port-de-Paix, a town 
in the northern part of Haiti, and 


thought we should go to his mission to. 


get acquainted with him and to learn of 
the most needy place to start our work. 
Our ship would not stop at this town, 
therefore, we planned to send our lug- 
gage by a later freight boat without ad- 
ditional expense. As I was teaching in 
school the day before sailing, Mrs. Kluzit 
took care of the assignment of our 
freight. To my surprise, upon her return, 
she informed me of a marvelous leading 
of the Lord in directing our baggage to 
be shipped to Port-au-Prince on the same 
boat we were to sail in, rather than to 
Port-de-Paix. Later, this proved to be 
indeed of the Lord! 

Before our sailing, many of our friends 
again said they would feel better if we 
were going under a missionary board. 
But some of our closer friends who had 
followed the Lord’s dealings with us and 
saw the removal of our mountains and 
the “one-way traffic sign” to Haiti, en- 
couraged us by telling us how happy 
they were to see us in the Lord’s perfect 
will. There were over 100 friends who 
attended our sailing on the “Colombia.” 
Just before the boat sailed, we all 
gathered in the lounge where Brother 
Leeper read the word. Then we sang 
many hymns with Brother Tuttle at the 
piano leading us into one chorus after 
another. How I remember those choruses 
we used to sing over and over in our 
services, and which had made our fel- 
lowship together in Christ so dear at the 
Ossining Gospel Assembly. Many of 
these songs my wife has already trans- 
lated into French for our missions, and 
as we sing them now with  upraised 
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hands to God, we have a real blessed 
time. You should hear our native con- 
verts sing them! Many of them cannot 
read so we patiently teach them the 
words and oh, how the love of Jesus 
shines on their faces when they sing! 

There was a cold, wintry, penetrating 
wind when we left New York City, 
Thursday, January 28, but the follow- 
ing Sunday morning we awoke to find 
our boat tied to a wharf in a sunny tropi- 
cal land. No one came to meet us, ex- 
cept taxi men with exorbitant prices— 
we were in a “strange” land! Yet our 
hearts were warmer than the heat of the 
sun beating down upon us, for we were 
shielded by the “everlasting arms.” 

At the Customs House we met a 
former Baptist minister who told us of 
the ‘great need on the island for the 
gospel light, also that here in Port-au- 
Prince there were a few Protestant 
churches, but none of which preached 
the full gospel. The next day he came 
to visit us and spoke of the great need 
of a Bible school in another city called 
Jacmel, and encouraged us because of 
our training and ability to open such a 
school. But when we spoke of the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost, he tried to dis- 
courage us from preaching it. This ended 
our interest in his plans, so that we con- 
sidered the door to Jacmel closed. 

That night was spent in prayer ask- 
ing the Lord to definitely lead us to the 
place of our service for Him. The next 
morning, we heard of a Pentecostal 
work that had been functioning for a 
few years in Haiti, called “L’Eglise de 
Dieu,” a part of “The Church of God” 
with Headquarters at Cleveland, Tenn. 
—a Pentecostal denomination having 
missions all over the world. It seemed 
that it was in great trouble and that 
two American representatives had just 
arrived to straighten out the matter. 
As we were about to start our own 
Pentecostal work, we were therefore in- 
terested to know more about this other 
church and therefore visited the two 
Americans: Brother J. H. Walker, Gen- 
eral Overseer of the Church of God, and 
Brother J. H. Ingram, Overseer of Latin 
American Missions. They told us their 
overseer of the missions in Haiti, a 
native Haitian, had fallen in sin and 
had brought disgrace to the church, and 
that as soon as they had heard of the 
situation themselves they came by plane 
to make an investigation. 

That evening, in their hotel, we had 
a real blessed time of fellowship together 
in prayer and worship, and _ marvelled 
how the Lord had brought us together 
from different places to meet in a 
strange land all at the same time for 
an urgent need. It seemed so plain to ev- 
eryone how the Lord was leading. That 
night, as my wife and I returned to our 
room we thanked the Lord for having

chosen us to serve Him and for the 
grace He gave us to answer the call at 
the right time. Many of the things that 
we had not understood before, particu- 
larly our call to step right out without 
obligations to any church, now became 
very clear. We accepted this situation 
as the guidance of the Lord and knew 
many of our friends in Ossining and 
New York City were holding us up be- 
fore the throne of grace. 

The next morning, we again visited 
the two Americans as they had sug- 
gested. They explained in more detail 
the situation and the great need of the 
right person to take the place of the 
former overseer. Then they stated that 
after prayerful consideration during the 
night they felt that indeed the Lord 
had Iced us together here at this partic- 
ular time to prevent His work from 
losing ground and that it was His will 
that they should offer us the position 
which included the charge of about 
thirty missions and about 3,000 mem- 
bers. We replied that we knew from the 
moment we understood the situation 
that it was the leading of the Lord, that 
He had chosen us to serve Him by unit- 
ing forces with the Church of God. 

We went right to work in our new 
position in the Mission at  Port-au- 
Prince. During the convention that fol- 
lowed, my wife. did all the interpreting 
into French, which is the official lan- 
guage. Mrs. Kluzit is French and after 
she arrived in the United States taught 
French in college, private schools, and 
public high schools. I made an extensive 
study of the French language in college 
but found that speaking the language 
in this country requires much practical 
study. Following the convention, we 
started a two weeks’ revival service. The 
crowds attending the mission during this 
time were too large for our seating ac- 
commodations, so that we had to rent 
many extra chairs. Since this time, we 
have had to purchase ten long benches 
for the people who come regularly for 
each service. 

After the special services, Brother 
Walker and Brother Ingram left by 
plane for Cuba. Then we started our visit 
to all the missions, for the rainy season 
would commence at the end of April, 
when traveling would be impossible. 
Often we had to leave our car at some 
junction and travel on by mule or 
horse. Sometimes on these trips we would 
walk for two hours at a time, over 
mountain trails. One trip to the ten 
missions in and around Cayes took two 
weeks, during which time we became 
well acquainted with Haitian customs 
as carried on among the country people. 
Cayes is a city in the southwestern part 
of Haiti, about 180 miles from Port- 
au-Prince. From Cayes, we started early 
one morning by car for a mission called 
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Laborde. - Even though the road was 
more like the stony bottom of a dry 
creek, it was passable by car, and we 
arrived by 11 a. m., saving at least two 
hours. After a marriage ceremony and 
an exhortation and praise service, which 
about 100 ‘people attended, we con- 
tinued on to another mission where we 
held services in the evening and slept for 
the night. From this mission to another 
it was necessary to ride by horse and 
mule, which members of our mission 
supplied. Then we rode on narrow trails, 
which in places were very steep and 
lined on each side by precipices. Some- 
times the trail led up a mountain side, 
so that we had to lean forward and hold 
the mane of the animal to prevent our 
slipping off. Or, again, it continued ab- 
ruptly down, then we had to brace our- 
selves with feet raised straight ahead in 
the stirrups and knees straightened out, 
balancing ourselves far back, and holding 
onto the tail piece of the mule (crupper 
of the mule’s harness). Thus we went 
from one mission to another, preaching 
the Word of the Lord and bringing the 
lost into the fold. 

Oh, the heat! And _ it is only past 
winter—what will it be like when sum- 
mer comes! Sometimes it seems so hot 
that we will melt! It seems then to 
sap out all our energy, so that we become 
tired out just because we are in the 
sun. This is possibly one reason why 
the natives move so slowly. We are 
gradually becoming acclimated to the 
tropical weather. I suffered from fever 
for a few days and learned that it is not 
safe for a white man to hustle around 
too much under the sun. The children 
(we have two boys, Jacky four years of 
age and Victor six years of age) had 
fever for several days also, but were 
soon up and around as lively as ever. 
Mrs. Kluzit has been having the best 
health of us all. The Lord has strength- 
ened her body in a marvelous way to 
stand up under the strain of the trips 
and the continuous preaching. On our 
trips sometimes she preaches three and 
four times a day. At present, however, 
we all have a touch of the “hives” or 
“prickly heat.” I have been undergoing 
an attack that has lasted now about six 
weeks, during some time of which it 
has been almost unbearable. But I praise 
the Lord for His sustaining power, and 
everlasting grace. 

Everywhere we go, crowds attend our 
services. The people seem hungry for 
the gospel news of salvation through 
grace, and they sit spellbound while my 
wife tells them of Jesus. I’ve seen some 
natives standing for four hours absorb- 
ing the message during one service. 
The singing is not so difficult for me 
as the speaking, so that I have been tak- 
ing charge of this—leading them in the

Marvelously Healed 
On the 16th of March, 1937, I was 


at my work in the weave room of Eno 
Cotton Mill of Hillsboro, N. C., when 
I slipped on the floor, that had been 
wet, when I started around a loom. I 
managed to sit up after a while but 
couldn’t regain my strength enough be- 
cause of pain until someone picked me up 
and carried me to a cloth table and laid 
me upon it. When they laid me down, 
they laid the arm _ I fell on across my 
stomach and it wasn’t straight from then 
until Feb. 22, 1938. 

The mill officials told me not to go 
to a doctor but I went anyway the next 
morning. The doctor was Dr. D. Efland 
Forrest of Hillsboro. He said that I had 
an arm that was worse than a broken 
one because the flesh was twisted loose 
from the bone. He also said that he 
couldn’t say if my arm would ever get 
better or not. After he said he had 
done all he knew to do for mg my 
mother told me to go to Duke Hospital 
in Durham, N. C. The doctors there 
gave me a thorough examination and 


said they found me fully developed ex- 
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cept my left side was dwindling away. 
They told me not to go back to work 
because I would have convulsions from 
it. 

The next doctor I went to was Dx. 
Boone of Durham, N. C. who said that 
I came nearer breaking my neck than I 
did my arm. He said the fall had already 
developed into partial paralysis which 
made me jerk. I couldn’t rest and took 
dope constantly. He also told me not 
to do any work as he couldn’t see how 
I did what I was doing. Then I went to 
Watts Hospital in Durham. Dr. Strum- 
bo, a lady doctor, said that it was a 
shame that being so young they had let 
me go and hadn’t done anything for me 
as they had. She straightened it and gave 
me exercises and massages but it did no 
good. One day I asked her if it was pos- 
sible for her to do anything for me and 
she said that only the Lord knew whether 
or not I would be healed. She stated that 
if the Lord didn’t heal me, I was just 
as well as I was ever going to be. 

It seemed that instead of getting bet- 
ter I got worse until I returned to Dr. 
Forrest. He examined me again and said 
that I appeared worse than before going 
to Watts Hospital. He said he wished 
he knew what to do for me, _ besides 
give me dope, for he had done all he 
could and that I was in a critical condi- 
tion. 

Again I returned to Dr. Boone and he 
gave me another thorough examination 
at this time. He said my condition was 
much worse than it was when I first 
went to him. He found a dark spot on 
my shoulder and three disjointed back- 
bones. The main nerve that came down 
into my left shoulder was _ broken in 
three places. They made an X-ray and 
said the bone in my left shoulder had 
enlarged for‘some reason and my left 
side had dropped about three inches 
lower than my right side. I asked him 
if he thought I would get better and he 
said he would be fair with me, that if 
the Lord didn’t heal me it would be a 
matter of time until death. 

After this I didn’t go to another 
doctor. A revival started at the Church 
of God near my home, conducted by 
Brother Robinson of Schoolfield, Va. 
There was a wonderful meeting with 
poor souls getting saved, sanctified and 
filled with the Holy Ghost every night. 
I attended regularly and one night while 
the preacher was calling for mourners 
I went and shook hands with Brother 
Robinson and told him to remember me 
in prayer. He asked me to kneel at the 
altar at that time and let the Lord save 
me but I would not. The next night I 
did go to the altar and got saved and 
sanctified. The following night I 
got the Holy Ghost and, praise God, the 
Lord healed me and my arm is just as

songs that my wife has translated. It 
will be a fine thing when I shall be able 
to play on the guitar and sing the mes- 
sages of salvation to the hungry souls. 
I am expecting to receive a guitar soon 
and feel that it will take but a short time 
to learn to play it properly. 


When a native accepts Jesus, we help 
him to put his “house in order.” Most 
often this means that he must marry the 
woman he has been living with as his 
companion, or if he has been keeping 
more women, to let them go and marry 
just one. There was one case of a man 
living high up in the mountainous coun- 
try who had had two women living 
with him, having a family of eleven 
children by one woman and fifteen by 
the other. When he accepted Jesus Christ 
as his Savior he married the woman he 
had first taken into his home and gave 
the other woman a house for herself and 
family and promised to see that they 
were taken care of properly. After their 
conversion, the men and women are 
very willing to do the things that will 
please the Lord. But practically all the 
people are so poor that sometimes a man 
has to wait one or even two months be- 
fore he has earned the $2.00 necessary to 
be married legally. In a few worthy in- 
stances we have assisted him financially. 
Pray for us that we may be continually 
under the anointing of the Holy Spirit 
to lead these people out of the power 
of darkness to the feet of the Savior. 
Sometimes the spirit of conviction for 
sin becomes very strong among our lis- 
teners, then there is a decided rush to 
the altar. What wonderful times we are 
having while playing with converts who 
are earnestly seeking the Baptism of the 
Holy Spirit! The Lord encouraged our 
hearts tremendously when He baptized 
a young woman recently converted and 
baptized in water. In one mission having 
thirty members, all thirty men and wom- 
en are baptized in the Holy Ghost. 
“Rivers of Living Water” are flowing 
freely to all of an earnest and contrite 
heart, and we praise the Lord for His 
manifestation among us. 

We started a Bible Study Class which 
meets three times a week at 4:00 p. m. 
for three hours of study and prayer. 
There is 2 great need for such classes 
as we do not have sufficiently trained 
workers at our missions. To meet this 
need we plan to soon open a Bible Train- 
ing School to which we will invite the 
young men and women from each mis- 
sion for periods of three or four weeks 
at a time. 

Thousands of Haitians, who went to 
Cuba for work, are now forced to re- 
turn because of Cuban Labor Laws. 
Hundreds of these people while in Cuba 
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were saved and baptized in the Holy 
Ghost (Acts 2:4) and now hold meet- 
ings in their little mud-and-thatched 
huts in the mountains of Haiti. We have 
had many requests from such groups for 
aid in building churches and for trained 
native workers. We have on our lists as 
the most urgent places, seventeen vil- 
lages where churches should be built as 
soon as possible and many other places 
where the homes will soon be too small 
to accommodate the gatherings. We have 
been holding services under arbors at 
these places, but even this will be im- 
possible soon, when the rainy season 
comes. Each church will cost about $60 
to $75 to build, using native material, 
but the natives are too poor to contri- 
bute much except their labor. At meet- 
ings of 300 people, the collections will 
range from 10c to 22c, so that the 
churches are not at all self-supporting. 
The people come to church in rags, 
barefooted, and many with sores and all 
kinds of sickness. But hallelujah! the 
gospel is reaching these poor and needy 
in spite of the heavy darkness all around. 
Pray for Haiti that all of this land may 
soon be evangelized for the glory of God.

pray or sing or speak better than others. 
And yet if we have a clear conception 
of the scriptural standard of spiritual 
living, we will certainly want to live on 
a higher spiritual plane than most of 
professed Christians do live these days. 

In the contests of the world only a 
few may win and sometimes only one. 
But in the Christians’ race all may win 
and all be rewarded. And yet no man 
wins unless he comes up to the stand- 
ard prescribed in the Word of God. And 
no man loses because others are ahead 
of him, nor does any man win because 
he is ahead of others, he must come up 
to the mark or lose. 

OUR RACE, PRINCIPALLY, HAS 
TO DO WITH SIN 

We are commanded “‘to lay aside ev- 
ery weight and the sin which doth so 
easily beset us.” This does not mean 
that we are to fight through the sin 
question all alone. The fact remains 
that Jesus, by His death on the cross, 
settled the sin question once and for- 
ever, for all. To pardon our sins, to 
take us out of the state or condition of 
sin, and give power over all the sin 
about us, are all included in this. And 
yet while in this life there is a constant 
warfare and race to keep ahead of sin in 
its every aspect. 

1. Even after we 
cleansed from all sin, 
Comforter, the Holy Ghost 





are saved and 
and_ have the 
abiding 
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within, we are not past the conflict 
with sin. We battle with pride, covet- 
ousness, love of praise, selfish ambitions 
and a thousand things to which the 
flesh is subject in this world. 


2. The spirit of the world about us is 
to be outrun and left behind us in this 
race. One of ancient Israel’s greatest 
snares was the desire to be like the na- 
tions about her. As a people, as gospel 
ministers and as individuals, if we do 
not outrun the spirit of the world we 
are lost. God says, “Love not the world, 
neither the things that are in the world. 
If any man love the world, the love of 
the Father is not in him,” 1 John 2:15. 

3. We are to keep ahead of Satan in the 
race. According to the scriptures he is 
a very intelligent and active enemy that 
must be defeated. He came up before 
the Lord with the servants of God in 
Job’s day, (Job 1). He provoked David 
to number Israel, (1 Chron. 21:1). He 
desired to have Peter that he might sift 
him “as wheat,” (Luke 22:31). Peter 
calls him “your adversary” and “as a 
roaring lion, walketh about, seeking 
whom he may devour,” 1 Pet. 5:8. He 
is the great deceiver, (2 Thess. 2:10). 
He seeks to get the advantage of the 
saints, (2 Cor. 2:11). And _ he even. 
transforms himself into an angel of 
light, (2 Cor. 11:14). But all who win 
in the heavenly race, outwit him, and 
through Jesus escape his snares. John 
16:33; Rom. 8:37; Rev. 12:11.

in his life. He may pray in pleading 
tones, and fast until his flesh withers 
away. He may weep and shed enough 
tears to bathe an elephant; but the 
ghost of impure acts and secret sins will 
ever haunt one and will keep him. from 
being at his best for God. 

It is a terrible handicap to one’s life 
and influence, especially that of a min- 
ister as he stands before his congrega- 
tion, to be conscious of the fact that 
there is impurity in his living, and thac 
someone in his presence might know ot 
his degenerate life and conduct. It al- 
ters the power of his message, the sin- 
cerity of his work, the straightforward 
courageous look of the eye, the glow of 
the cheek, the bold countenance, the 
gracefulness of his manner, in fact, all 
that God would have us to be for Him 
in His service. 

Adam was created in the image and 
likeness of God. He was holy. The step 
of obedience to God would have made 
him perfect. He chose the step of dis- 
obedience and became imperfect by par- 
taking of the forbidden fruit. We may 
be sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost. We may be living in the holy 
state as was Adam, but remember the 
forbidden fruit of this world still hangs 
before us.

things and of those things which per- 
tain to life eternal, and when He shall 
appear we shall be like Him for we 
shall see Him as He is. Wherefore be- 
loved, let us be diligent that we may 
be found of Him in peace without spot 
and blameless, in all holy conversation 
and godliness; because it is written, Be 
ye holy for I am holy. Every one that 
hath the hope of meeting Jesus when 
He comes in the cloud, of reigning with 
Him a thousand years; every one that 
hath the hope of eternal life in the city 
of God where no night ever comes, 
where there is no sickness or sorrow, 
purifieth himself even as He is pure.

word, and hast not denied my name.” 
Verse 10, “Because thou hast kept the 
word of my patience, I also will keep 
thee from the hour of temptation.” The 
Greek rendering for “temptation” is 
“tribulation,” which refers to the seven 
years of tribulation that will take place 
after the rapture. There are so many 
good things promised the children of 
God if they will only be faithful. I 
don’t know of a more inspiring thought 
to the faithful of earth, than the possi- 
bility of being taken away from this 
world by the mighty power of God, 
where we will ever be with the Lord and 
where we will meet our loved ones who 
have died in the faith. This will be a great 
reunion. It is the hope of the Christian 
and should inspire every one of us to 
live for Him. 

Now we can’t be selfish and do things 
just in the circle of our friends and 
families and receive this great reward 
that Luke (14:14) tells us about, but 
we must labor for the Master and do 
our deeds to those who are poor and 
need our help, if we expect to receive 
the great reward that is laid up for the 
righteous. This will be a great crown- 
ing day for the children of God and it 
will be a long expected ovation given 
us by our Christ. This will more than 
pay us for all the sacrifice we have 
made for Him.
